Crop Report 


After having been interrupted 
by rains and snow, threshing 
has been resumed in many dist 
ricts in the Prairie Provinces, 
and with good weathei should 
be completed in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba within ten days. 
Conditions are more backwart 
in Northern Alberta and l’eact 
River areas, where much grain 
is unthreshed and some coarse 
grains uncut. The frt sts ant 
wet weather cf recent week; 
have lowered grades. In Quebet 
the weather has been favourahh 
for harvesting ar.d crops are ui 
to average, exception,, being ap¬ 
ples and t 0 some extent tobacct 
In Ontario root crops have beer 
further improved by recent goot 
weather; pastures generally art 
now in excellent condition, am 
an atverage to good crop oi 
corrt is being cut. In New Brum 
wick and Prince Edward I slant 
crop s are proving satisfactory 
in Novia Scotia field crops art 
short, due to drought, but late 
apples promise a fair averag* 
crop. In British Columbia, when 
crops generally have boon g .o< 
favourable conditions. Detail; 
harvesting is continuing undei 
follow: 

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

Alberta. Northeustei Area. . 
considerable portion of the cro] 
remains unthreshed and wheat 
is now grading tough. South 
paster Area. Harvesting is pra 
ctically completed pasture: 
have improved. Weste n Area. 
In the north one week’s lavou, 
able weather is required befoi 
threshing can be lesumed. The 
re has been some sprouting o! 
grain. In the south harvesting 
has been resumed, but much 
grain is too damp to thresh 
The digging of sugar beets, de 
laed by snow, i s again undei 
way. Saskatchewan. Northern, 
Area. -Wheat is about 05% u. 
70% threshed, there is a wide 
variation in t io yield. Coarse 
grains are light, and there is a 
shortage of seed oats in a nu¬ 
mber of districts. Southern Ar¬ 
ea. Threshing is nearly complet 
ed. Wheat lias graded high, but 
yields are poor. Practically n< 
coarse grains liiKe been harvest 
ed and the feed situation is ac¬ 
ute Manitoba. Except in Swan 
River Valley district little grain 
remains to be threshc-.l and n 
good percentage of the crop 
has been marketed. Winter feed 
will be a prblem over the centr¬ 
al and southwestern areas. The 
soil has benefited from rain 
and snow and fall ploughing 
i, well advanced. 

‘ PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 

A good crop ol oats is rep¬ 
orted'with other grains yield¬ 
ing well. Fcdder corn is spotty 
but on the whole a g. cd crop. 
Potato digging is general with 
the yield well up t„ averagei an 
of good quality, other mot cr p: 
are satisfactry. Late varieties o‘ 
apples show some improvement 
but the crop will be f- i bel ,-v. 
average. Pastures have iniprov 
ed considerably as a result of 
recent rains. The tobacco crop, 
which is now curing i K slightly 
below average in quantit ■ with 
the quality fair to go; d. 

. PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 

Fall wheat seeding operat¬ 
ions are completed and growth 
to date ha„ been very satsfuct 
ory. Threshing of spring grains 
is near completion. Recent good 
weather conditions have prom¬ 
oted late grow h of root crops 
md potatoes particularly will 
show a better than average yie¬ 
ld. Yields of onions and beans 
are below average and spotty. 
Harvesting of tobacco , n consul 
erably reduced acreage is pract¬ 
ically completed, the vie’d of 
flue tobacco of fair quality De - 
ing about 35% under early es¬ 
timate 1. The hurley tobacco yie¬ 
ld ir, up to average and the qual 
itv good. Grapes are being cut 
and the bulk of the crop has 


been contracted for at .$40. to 
$45. a ton. The yield of pears 
was close to average, but ap 
pies, peaches and plums were a 
light crop. 

MARITIME PROVINCES 

In Prince Edward Island gin 
in yields are satisfactory and 
of good quality. The potato 
crop will he slightly under av 
wage; turnips and pasture* 
would he benefited by rain. Thr 
ougout New Brunswick an aver 
ogo crop of oats and barley hat 
been harvested; potatoes an 

id-ding well and a normal croi 
of other roots is expected. Past 
ures continue in fair condition 
In Nova Scotia the quality o 
grains harvested is good but 
Yields will be less than average 
Due to drought, only a fair yii 
Id of potatq.es and other root: 
is anticipated. Late apples an 
colouring well but need mor< 
rain to help the sizing; the 
crop will be a fair average one 
Pastures are still very dry. 

PROVINCE OF B. C. 

The threshing of grain and 
haying operations are practical 
ly completed, the yields of 100% 
to 115% respectively indicate! 
The potato crop will not be a 
heavy as originally estimated. 
Indications point t n a good yie 
Id of onions but the crop is no 
drying well in some districts 
Tomato shipments to canneries 
are completed; a large quantity 
is being left in the fields. Ap¬ 
ple, pear and plum crops are o' 
;ood quality generally and are 
moving satisfactorily. Pasturage 
is good.

nent. 

At the time the government 
guarantee was agreed upon 
there was considerable misgi' 
ing as t 0 the ability of the pool 
to make repaymentin view of 
conditions in the wheat market. 
Tne record of repayment to date 
s reassuring. The porKhas been 
doing a fair share of the grain 
business of the province. 

It will be a most desirable 
outcome if the pool can pay off 
the government guarantee and 
thereby re-establish the equities 
of thousands of farmers in the 
big line of elevators.

SUSPEND MORE 

DRIVER’S LICENSES 

A hui niless and respectable 
broking individual recently walk 
ed into the dock at the police 
c “ 11 - : was charged with the 

• crime" of having tried t 0 kill 
mtn&'.'lf, 1 here is evidence 
to shc,v whether society would 
have been better or worse had 
l.e succeeded in this attempt, 
bui if he had attempted to kill 
oil a tew fellow'-citizens along 
with himself there would have 
been r.a doubt thlat .he was a 
lery dangerous individual aga¬ 
inst whom the law has provided 
iis severest penalties. Nor would 
judges, magistrates o. juries 
f.avc been likely to i eg aid his 
crime rs a (riling matter. 

There are, however, numer 
ous otherwise harmless, also re¬ 
spectable itidividuas who are 
aery active in their attempts to 
kill themselves and a tew others 
with them, whom we do not re¬ 
gard as potential suicides and 
killers at all. They are only in¬ 
competent and careless motor¬ 
ists, who generally suffer noth¬ 
ing worse than a fine of fifteen 
dollars and costs, which has as 
much effect on their behavior as 
a slap on the wrist. 

Calgary i s liberally 'infested 
with incompetent motorists, and 
the present methods of dealing 
with them appear to be inade¬ 
quate. Not only speeding, but 
gross lack of driving sense is 
rampant, and many offenders 
me getting away with it. 

This has been a general con¬ 
dition throughout the continent, 
with the exception only of three 
states. New Jersey, Delaware 
and Cnnecticut. These states 
have effected a decrease in mot¬ 
oring fatalities. They have ac¬ 
complished this by the ruthless 
application of the only really 


effective deterrent to fool driv¬ 
ing—the suspension of the Oliv¬ 
er's license for a lengthy period. 

This can l>e done and is done 
in Calgary but not often enough 
There is only one safe place for 
the efool driver and that is off 
the streets. Thus only will the 
motoring suicide and fatality 
rate« lie reduced. — The Calgary 
Herald, 


MAIL ORDER HOUSES 

AND ADVERTISING 

While tile Recorder does not 
make a rule of appealing to the 
merchants editorially in the 
matter of advertising, a recent 
statement made by the manag¬ 
er of a Toronto mail order house 
should bring home the fact that 
these large concerns have eyes 
glued on the actions of mer¬ 
chants f the smaller cities and 
towns. The statement referred 
to follows: 

“We have a bureau whose 
duty is to read each week thd 
country newspapers. There is 
not a paper of any consequence 
in our trade territory,we do not 
get. The bureau looks over these 
papers and when we find a town 
where the merchants do not ad¬ 
vertise in the local paper, or 
where they do not change their 
advertising regularly, we immed 
iately flood that section with our 
literature. It always brings re 
suits far in excess of the same 
effort put forth in the territory 
where the local merchants use 
their local paperr.” 

Every local merchant in Ray¬ 
mond knows that a large num¬ 
ber of merchandise catalogues 
are sent in to our town at reg¬ 
ular intervals, and that many 
dollars flow out of Raymond to 
buy the goods advertised in that 
type of literature. Store-keep 
ers cannot force people to buy 
locally, but they can do l|ie 
next best thing—show the pub¬ 
lic what they have to sell by ad¬ 
vertising their wares in the col¬ 
umns of their local newspaper. 
Advertising ha, built up mail 
order houses and used intelli 
gently it can build up a snn”. 
business just a« well.

For tlie sixth successive year 
this district has experienced dro 
light and consequently, crop fail 
ure Our Minister 0 f Agriculture 
lion. J. G. Taggart, says tnis is 
the worst year since the drou¬ 
ght commenced. Can you \is.>ai 
lze what this means to people 
wh„ have passed through these 
six years to meet 'each year 
with worn out farm machinery; 
with inadiquate clothing and 
bedding, and with many things 
in the home in need of replac¬ 
ement? It has been a heart bre¬ 
aking experience this past sum¬ 
mer after such a promising 
start to see the crops wither and 
burn up under the scorching 
July sun. 

The outlook for the future 
seems dark, and unless rains 
come thi s fall what hope is the¬ 
re for a crop in 1935? Sloughs 
ar e drying up, wells are giving 
out and many farmers are haul¬ 
ing water for miles to keep 
their stock alive. Hut we are 
people wh 0 live in HOPE, nr.-l 
we liope to be able to carry < n 
until better time, come, for sur¬ 
ely the drought can i «t Inst 
much longer. 

For the past five years 1 
have been enguged inreU r work 
and during tliej.e years hav„* re¬ 
ceived help from nine ; parts of 
Canada which 1 distributed to 
the needy people of this dist¬ 
rict. Last year nnicii clothing, 
4 >-a and Xmas ' gifts to chilu- 
ren were distributed; and were 
greatly appreciated by u lose 
who received them. 

We are again planm.ig to car¬ 
ry on our work and I am agam 
appealing to you for help to 
carry on this most ne , es>a , 'y 
work. We shall not soo.i forget 
all that the kind peopl* o r Can¬ 
ada have done for us during the 
past five years and u is this 
generous help which we ha e re 
celved in the past that makes 
me confident to make thjs fur¬ 
ther appeal.

1 have heard 
some hunters say that they enjoy 
Sheet nearly as much as actual held 
‘•hooting, and to a certain extent it has 
its ad\antages—it can be shot in all 
kinds of weather and at all times of 
the year. 

“The type of gun is a matter of 
individual taste and prcftycnce. The 
same applies to length of barrel and 
how it is bored. Once a gun lover 
tries Skect, he soon gets bitten with 
the ‘Sheet bug’, and from then on he 
will acquire more knowledge about 
shooting, pointing and lead of birds 
in a short while {nan he would learn 
otherwise in half a lifetime. 

“The shooting nosit ion la the same 
as the held position when expecting 
to flush a bird; that is, the gun is held 
down and somewhat forward in the 
position of ‘Ready', and the target is 
galled tor. The gun is thrown to the 
shoulder after the target is seen in the 
«ir. and not before. A free, easy 
style of constant awing is required, 
and following through even after 
pulling the trigger, maintaining a 
constant lead on the target, is 
necessary. Targets should be broken 
as near as possible to the centre of the 
Sheet held and over Station 8. To 
sum up, the beginner should cultivate: 
alertness, concentration, easy stance 
or position, swing, lead and follow 
through, and practice to improve

WHEAT INSTITUTE 

SUGGESTED 

Proposals for forming tb* 1 
Canadian Wheat Institute a» a ; 
national 1 body to conduct work « 
in the interests of Canadian ' 
wheat were endorsed by ‘lie an¬ 
nual convention of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce whiob 
met in Winnipeg on September 
11th, 12th, and 13th. This fol¬ 
lowed an address by Mr. it. S. 
Law, president of the United 
Grain Growers Ltd., in th e 
course of whicli he dealt with 
the need for putting a new 
force behind the sale of Canad¬ 
ian wheat and showed how thru 
the proposed Institute, advertis 
ing. commercial research, scien¬ 
tific research and other efforts 
might be brought to bear to¬ 
wards the enlargement of out¬ 
lets for Canadian wheat. 

Mr. Law sp^ke on thesubject 
, “ Wheat from the National 
Standpoint” and much of his ad 
dress was devoted to emphasiz¬ 
ing the natioinal importance of 
‘ the wheat industry of Canada 
In emphasizing that fact Mr. 
Law said:- “It should be realiz- 
. ed that growing wheat for ex¬ 
port ha s been part of the basic 
policy pf Canada for a third of 
a eentpry. Upopi if was founded 
1 the immigration polipy of this 
I country and th<J whole pro jo :t of 
opening up Western Canada: 
upon it was predicated a large 
part of the country’s 
canstructlon Slid the budding of 
canals and harbors. That west, 
ern Canada should be opened up 
that people from other parts of 
the country and from other 
countries should be invited to 
come in, that financial institu¬ 
tions should pour their resourc¬ 
es into the prairies and that fac 
tories should be built to supply 
the needs of farmers who were 
to grow wheat,—all that waa 
part of the national determina¬ 
tion of the country since the be¬ 
ginning of the century.” In con 
eluding his address Mr. Law 
said:—“The welfare of western 
farmers, the welfare of western 
Canada, and to a large extent 
the welfare of the Dominion of 
Canada must continue to depend 
upon our ability to maintain 
large outlets for the wheat 
grov?n jn the west, and that in 
turn may well defend upon our 
. ability to keep a n^t|bna| un¬ 
derstanding and maintain 4 na¬ 
tional outlook on our wheaf pro¬ 
blem.” 

The resolution which was 
subsequently adopted by the con 
vention of the Canadian Chain- 
ber of Commerce read as fol¬ 
lows :— 

"Realizing the importance 
of Canadian Wheat produc- 
tioi» to th« prosperity of Can¬ 
ada, the Chamber has been 
gratified to learn that those 
directly interested In the pro. 
duction and marketing of Can 
adian wheat halve under con 
sideration the organization of 
a Canadian Wheat Institute as 
a national body to stimulate 
the marketing and use of 
wheat in the markets of the 
world. The Chamber extends 
its closest co-operation in this 
endeavr." 

CHINA WANTS ALB¬ 
ERTA HORSES 

Whether or not the Orient is 
preparing for war, the fact re¬ 
mains that China is making 1 
demand on Canada for cavalry 
and artillery horses, and echoes 
of this demand have reached 
Alberta via Ottawa. This prw-

WHEAT INSPECTIONS 

An interesting analsis of 
wheat inspections so far this 
year reflects the effects of the 
early heavy frost,, on the grad¬ 
es of the grain in the northern 
districts, but reveals also tr. 
very gratifying information th¬ 
at Southern Alberta has not on¬ 
ly marketed much more whui t 
at this date than was the case 
last year, but the grades are 
just as good if not a shade bet¬ 
ter. Calgary reports a total o' 
5,200 cars inspected between 
August 15th and September 30 
th. with 89 per cent, of the 
wheat grading No. 2 or better, 
as compared with a total inspec- 
ion of only 3,474 cars in the 
same period last year, with the 
grading percentage just about 
the same. At Edmonton, how¬ 
ever, there ia not only a drop of 
nearly 1,000 cars in the number 
inspected since August 15th, as
